MR,,  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN , 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1969. 

With  regard  to  the  Vital  Statistics  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
estimated  home  population  of  the  District  has  increased  by  610.  The 
Standardised  Birth  Rate  has  shown  a marked  increase  to  20.3  per  1,000 
population  whilst  the  National  Rate  has  fallen  slightly  to  1 6 . 3 » The 
Stillbirth  Rate  and  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  have  also  increased. 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate  (10.6)  shows  a slight  increase  over 
that  of  1968  (l0o2),  but  it  reman  ns  well  below  the  National  figure  of 

11.9. 


The  number  of  cases  of  Measles  notified  to  me  has  fallen  slightly, 
and  this  may  be  partly  due  to  the  introduction  of  Measles  vaccination. 
There  is  nothing  of  note  to  report  on  other  notifiable  infectious 
diseases  which  occurred  in  the  District. 

Examination  of  the  list  of  Classified  Causes  of  Death  reveals 
another  large  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  dying  from  Cancer  of 
the  Lung.  In  1967  there  were  5 deaths  from  this  disease;  in  1968  12 
deaths  and  in  1969  19  deaths.  18  of  the  victims  were  men  and  one  was 
a woman.  This  is  brought  about  because  at  the  present  time  there  is  a 
larger  proportion  of  men  who  have  been  heavy  cigarette  smokers,  over 
a period  of  20  years  or  more,  than  of  women.  However,  as  the  number 
of  ladies  who  have  smoked  heavily  for  a number  of  years  increases, 
their  death  rate  from  Lung  Cancer  will  gradually  rise. 

Ischaemic  (Coronary)  Heart  disease  has  also  caused  more  people  to 
die.  In  1967  there  were  38  deaths,  in  19 68  51  deaths  and  in  1969,  66 
deaths.  This  disease,  together  with  Lung  Cancer  and  Deathb  on  the  Roads 
are  the  three  great  killers  of  our  time. 
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However,  if  we  look  back  to  past  history,  we  should  be  encouraged 
by  what  we  see.  One  hundred  years  ago  one  out  of  every  four  children  died 
before  the  age  of  20.  Today  this  figure  has  been  reduced  to  one  out  of 
.very  33°  In  '935?  3*690  infants  and  young  children  were  killed  by 
lophtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever.  During  the  last  most  recent  full  year  for 
which  figures  are  available  there  were  no  deaths  from  these  diseases* 
Tuberculosis,  35  years  ago  caused  32,000  dc-  : in  England  and  Wales.  Tn

- ien  the  years  1947  and.  1958,  Following  the  widespread  vaccination 

; ns‘  this  disease  it  has  almost  completely  disappeared.  Apart  from  the 
elimination  of  human  suffering,  the  economic  benefits  from  the  programme 
of  Preventive  Medicine  are  impressive*  It  has  been  estimated  that  in 
Scotland  Diphtheria  immunization  saves  £900,000  a year  in  treatment  costs. 
Ante  tubercular  drugs  in  England  and  Wales  , • is  estimated,  save  £30 

million  a year  by  reducing  the  demand  for  hecpiual  beds.  The  modern 
treatment  of  mental  illness  has  revolutionised  the  outlook  for  sufferers, 
how  drugs  have  enabled  many  patients,  who  would  a.  few  years  ago  have 
been  condemned  to  spend  the  rest  of  their  lives  in  a mental  hospital,  to 
take  their  place  again  in  society  and  to  lead  useful,  happy  lives. 

So  v/e  should  not  be  despondent  when  we  consider  the  three  great 
oiler  diseases  of  today  - Lung  Cancer,  Coronary  Heart  Disease  and 
Road  Accidents.  But  neither  should  we  be  complacent.  They  will  only  be 
overcome  by  a team  effort:  by  the  combined  efforts  of  Research  Workers, 
Doctors  and  the  Man  in  the  Street.  The  Research  Workers  will  continue  to 
. e ek  out  the  causes  and  the  cure,  the  Medical  Profession  will  try  to 
diagnose  and  treat  the  first  two  of  the  Kilter  diseases  to  the  best  of 
their  ability,  and  the  Public,  what  can  they  do?  I think  that  they  can 
do  a great  deal*  They  can  take  note  of  advice  which  is  given  about  factors 
. . ch  encourage  these  Killers  to  develop.  They  can  avoid  heavy  smoking, 
excess  eating,  have  a reasonable  amount  of  physical  exercise,  and  they 
can  take  care  on  the  roads.  If  the  public  do  not  co-operate  in  this  team 
effort  the  three  Killers  will  never  be  fully  overcome,  for  however  succ- 
essful the  Research  Workers  and  the  Doctors  are  in  their  various  tasks  it 
;il  only  be  by  the  effort  of  each  individual  to  live  a healthy  and 

:.ble  kind  of  life  that  the  balance  will  be  ti  ped.  and  the  battle  won. 

I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support. 

1 am  also  grateful  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his 
o' leagues,  and  to  all  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
loyal  co-operation  and  the  enthusia.fi  c way  in  which  they  have  carried 
cut  their  various  duties.
